Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  your  district  for  the  year  1971. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  decreased  by  140, 
to  28,110. 

The  majority  of  infectious  diseases  was  due  to  measles,  even  though 
measles  vaccination  was  commenced  in  April  1968.  Initially  this  was 
confined  to  children  under  7  years,  but  was  later  extended  to  include 
children  up  to  15  years.  It  is  worth  noting  that  in  1967  633  cases  of 
measles  were  notified. 

Vaccination  against  German  Measles  has  been  extended  to  include 
girls  from  11  to  14  years. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  all  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  area 
at  Headley  where  cyanide  contaminated  material  was  dumped  have  been 
negative. 

In  April  1971  the  Public  Health  Department  was  separated  from  the 
Surveyor's  Department  and  Mr.  Bolton  became  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector.  During  the  nine  months  since  its  inception,  the  foundations 
of  a  viable  unit  have  been  laid  and  a  working  system  set  up  to  produce 
efficient  operation  in  coming  years.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  visits  of  nearly  83%  over  the  1970  figures  due  to  continuous 
staff  during  the  year. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the 
staff  of  his  and  my  Departments  for  their  help  in  the  compilation  of 
this  report.

Illegitimate  Births 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  22  compared  with  37  in  1970, 

22  in  1969,  48  in  1968,  30  in  1967,  33  in  1966  and  30  in  1965.  A  better 
comparison  is  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  to  total  live  births, 
which  was  4.0$  compared  with  5.3$  in  1965,  6.1$  in  1966,  5*5$  in  1967, 
7.5$  in  1968,  5.0$  in  1969  and  7.0$  in  1970.  In  England  &  Wales  the 
rate  was  8,0  and  in  the  Administrative  County  of  Hampshire  it  was  6.0. 

Still  Births 

There  were  3  still  births,  giving  a  still  birth  rate  per  1,000 
total  live  and  still  births  of  6.0  compared  with  8.7  in  1965,  5.5  in 
1966  and  1967,  10.8  in  1968,  4.0  in  1969  and  7.0  in  1970.  The  still 
birth  rate  for  England  &  Wales  and  for  Hampshire  in  1971  was  12.0. 

Infant  Deaths

and  8.0  in  1970.  In  England  &  Wales  the  rate  was  12.0. 

Early  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate 

This  is  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1  wee k  per  1,000 
live  births  and  for  1971  was  11.0  compared  with  7.0  in  1965,  9.3  in 
1966,  1.8  in  1967,  5.3  in  1968,  zero  in  1969  and  8.0  in  1970.  In 
England  &  Wales  it  was  10.0. 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  is  the  combined  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
week  and  still  births  per  1,000  total  live  births  and  still  births  and 
was  17.0  compared  with  15.6  in  1965,  14.8  in  1966,  7.3  in  1967,  15.8  in 
1968,  4.0  in  1969  and  15.0  in  1970.  It  was  22.0  in  England  and  Wales. 

Maternal  Deaths 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  pregnancy  or  childbirth,  giving 
a  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  of  zero  for  1971.  It  was  also  zero  for  1965, 
1966,  1967,  1968,  1969  and  1970. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1971  was  236. 

Disease  of  the  heart  accounted  for  68  deaths  -  they  caused  2 8.8% 
of  all  deaths. 


Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  caused  45  deaths,  giving  a  figure  of  19.1% 
of  all  deaths. 

Cerebro-vascular  disease  with  32  deaths  gave  a  percentage  figure 
of  13.6%. 

If  all  deaths  due  to  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system 
(which  includes  cerebro-vascular  disease)  are  totalled,  a  figure  of 
113  deaths  is  arrived  at  -  thus  causing  47.8%  of  all  deaths  in  the 
district. 


Cancer  caused  60  deaths,  giving  a  figure  of  25.4%  of  deaths* • 

Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  (all  in  males)  caused  13  deaths,  or  in 
other  words,  21.6%  of  all  cancer  deaths  were  caused  by  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus. 

Accidents  and  suicides  caused  15  deathsj  6  involved  motor  vehicles.

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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Poliomyelitis 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  all  persons  under 
40  years  of  age.  The  vaccine  generally  used  is  the  oral  (Sabin)  type 
of  vaccine  which  is  easier  to  administer  to  children.  It  is  important 
to  ensure  that  the  highest  possible  acceptance  rate,  especially  among 
young  children,  is  maintained.

Diphtheria.  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Gough  Vaccination 

The  most  frequently  used  agent  in  Triple  Antigen  which  contains 
antigens  of  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough.  This  reduces  the 
number  of  injections  necessary,  which  are  usually  commenced  when  the 
infant  is  about  three  months  old.  The  antigens,  given  combined  in  a 
single  vaccine,  produce  a  greater  protection  to  each  disease  than  they 
would  if  given  separately.

Whilst  these  figures  show  a  slight  increase  over  the  previous  yeaiJs 
they  are  still  low  for  an  area  of  this  size.  This  can  possibly  be 
accounted  for  by  two  reasons 

(1)  The  number  of  houses  improved  with  the  aid  of  a  grant  in 
recent  years. 

(2)  The  need  for  a  detailed  survey  of  the  area  which  cannot 
be  undertaken  at  present  with  only  two  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  deal  with  all  matters. 

A  survey  of  129  empty  houses  in  the  district  was  carried  out  and  it 
was  found  that  !- 

49  needed  a  detailed  inspection 

20  needed  an  inspection  with  a  view  to  persuading  the  owner  to  apply 
for  grant. 

Only  36  of  these  129  reported  empty  houses  have  been  dealt  with  so  far 
due  to  limited  resources.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  more  can  be  done  during 
1972.

It  must  be  realised  that  the  13  improvement  grants  completed  were  all 
in  progress  at  the  time  the  report  was  submitted  in  June.  Also  7  of  the  10 
reported  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year  had  been  started  in  June. 
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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


There  has  been  little  variation  in  the  total  number  and  value  of 
grants  approved  during  the  year.  However,  there  was  a  slight  swing  towards 
standard  grants  which  was  unfortunate  in  that  one  can  only  think  of  these 
as  "improved"  rather  than  "modernised"  houses. 

Publicity  by  way  of  talks  to  Womens  Institutes  and  other  organisations 
was  carried  out  during  the  early  part  of  1971  and  it  is  hoped  to  give  more 
publicity  to  this  subject  during  the  current  year.

Future  Needs 

It  is  strongly  felt  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  that  the  "twelve 
point  standard"  used  in  relation  to  discretionary  grants  should  be 
applied  as  the  standard  of  a  fit  house  as  soon  as  possible. 

Another  valuable  change  in  the  Law  would  be  for  a  temporary 
Closing  Order  to  be  made  in  respect  of  an  unfit  house  to  avoid  it 
being  re-occupied  during  the  long  process  the  Council  is  obliged  to 
adopt  for  legally  enforcing  closure  or  the  making  of  a  Demolition 
Order.

The  unsatisfactory  washed  bottles  did  not  result  in  unsatisfactory 
reports  of  the  milk  taken  from  the  dairy  at  the  same  time.  Further 
sampling  of  bottles,  milk  and  the  water  used  at  various  stages  in  the 
washing  machine  enabled  the  fault  to  be  traced  and  corrected. 

This  was  only  the  third  time  in  the  last  fifteen  years  that  unsatis¬ 
factory  bottles  had  been  reported  from  this  dairy.  The  fullest  co-operation 
of  the  dairyman  was  received  in  our  investigation. 

The  sampling  of  pasteurised  milk  and  washed  bottles  is  now  on  a  regular 
basis  and  it  is  intended  that  sampling  of  sterilised  and  U.H.T.  milk  will 
also  be  carried  out  regularly  in  1972. 

Since  the  production  of  U.H.T.  milk  commenced,  many  shops  have  found 
this  to  be  a  saleable  commodity  in  view  of  its  long  keeping  life  (six 
months),  convenient  packaging  in  waxed  non-returnable  cartons  and  a  last 
sale  date  on  each  carton.  However,  not  all  shopkeepers  realise  that  they 
must  be  licensed.  Checks  are  being  made  to  legalise  the  position. 

One  prosecution  was  taken  against  a  dairy  for  supplying  milk  in  a 
dirty  bottle.  The  company  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  £25.00. 


Knackers  Yards 

There  is  one  knackers  yard  in  the  district.  This  is  a  small  concern 
and  the  ’’meat1'  produced  is  either  sterilised  on  the  premises  by  boiling 
for  up  to  five  hours  or  transported  in  locked  vehicles  to  a  pet  food 
manufacturer’s  premises. 


Slaughtermen 

Three  men  are  licensed  slaughtermen.  Two  work  at  the  knackers  yard 
and  the  other  man  slaughters  cottagers’  pigs  for  their  own  consumption.

These  figures  show  that  85.73$  of  the  population  are  served 
by  mains  water  piped  into  their  houses. 

The  Southampton  Water  Department  supply  the  greater  part  of 
the  District,  with  Thames  Valley  and  Mid-Wessex  Water  Boards  serving 
the  remainder. 

All  the  water  is  of  good  quality  but  the  quantity  and  pressure 
has  still  to  be  improved  in  the  Tadley  area.  Two  complaints  of 
low  pressure  and  discolouration  were  referred  to  the  water  board. 

The  supply  used  by  Southampton  Corporation  to  serve  the  Council’s 
four  houses  at  Binley  became  polluted,  possibly  by  the  effluent 
from  the  small  sewage  disposal  plant  serving  the  same  houses.  This 
supply  will  soon  be  replaced  by  a  mains  supply. 

The  possiHLity  of  asking  for  a  mains  supply  to  serve  the 
Berrydown,  Ashe  area  was  investigated  but  the  cost  proved  prohibitive. 
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Private  Supplies 


Ten  private  supplies  were  sampled  during  the  year  and  all  but 
one  found  to  be  polluted.  Remedial  work,  advised  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  resulted  in  perfect  samples  being  obtained  from 
five  of  these  supplies,  serving  a  total  of  23  properties. 

Another,  a  well  serving  1  house,  appeared  to  be  polluted  at 
source  and  the  owner  is  considering  the  installation  of  a  bacterio¬ 
logical  filter.  Two  others  were  replaced  by  mains  water  and  the 
last  by  an  estate  supply. 

Pollution  to  two  supplies  was  caused  by  dead  squirrels,  one  by 
a  dead  bird  and  another  was  caused  by  flooding.

Swimming  Baths
